It is a disease of the pan 
creas whose function it is to secrete a sub 
stance known as insulin which burns up the 
sugars and fats. When a person has diabetes 
this secretion is deficier 
the sugar is not burned 

\ person in the later stages of diabetes may 
execrete even half a pound of sugar a day 
because it is not burned up in the body! 

In treating diabetes the patient’s tolerance 
for sugar is studied 
which contains no 
| foods than can be borne 
possible for a diabetic to burn enough food to 
| enable him to perform his daily tasks. Such a 
| person must be given insulin, artificially 
produced 

By careful adjustment of the diet to the 
individual's needs no insulin would be pre 

| scribed in a large number of cases. The best 
measure to avoid diabetes is to avoid over- 
weight. Figues show that ninety per cent of 
diabetics have at some time been fat. If you

Every citizen of Andover must feel}

ever it may be. The Red Cross came to 
relief in 79 disasters in the year past, | 
hesitating not a moment to mobilize its 
great forces for the aid of the most try- 
ing and demoralizing of all disaatera:| 
Drought, flood, pestilence, earthquake, | 
starvation, have all been battled by this 
organization, and were this country with- 
out it, or any other country denied the 
assistance of this organization, untold 
sorrow would follow in the wake of 
calamity. As it is, sympathetic aid and 
healing follows. | 

Aside from the drought, which re- 
quired services of more than 60,000 
volunteer workers, and a drought relief 
fund of more than $15,000,000 of which 
$6,000,000 came from the national Red 
Cross treasury, help was given last year 
in 22 fires, 13 tornadoes, eight storms 
and eight floods, six forest fires, four 
earthquakes and four mine explosions, 
three typhoons and three epidemics, two 
cloudbursts, and one each hurricane, 
mine cave-in and railroad accident. 

From Andover, fifty cents of every

The recourse to a referendum 
ballot to show that people want the | 
change in service has failed three times, 
proving that the majority are satisfied 
with the present service, and also ending 
the eventuality of another referendum.

HUGE TASK IN DROUGHT 
AID MET BY RED CROSS 


Relief Given to Distressed Helps 
in Meeting Serious Situation, 
Chairman Payne Says. 


“The year of the great drought,” 
as these past twelve or more months 


will be known to future generations, 
wrought great damage to millions. 
Not alone did the crops, which were 


burned in the flelds in 
states, in the summer of 1930, deprive 
several million persons of food, but 
the drought disaster continued in the 
summer of 1931 in the northwestern 
states, and also brought other minor 
catastrophes in its wake, such as for. 
est fires, and the grasshopper plague 

More than a year has elapsed since 
the American Red Cross launched, in 
August, 1930, its first moves for relief 
of the drought-stricken farmers, and 
in that time more than 2,750,000 per- 
sons were given food, clothing, med- 
ical aid, shelter or other type of as 
sistance. At no period during this 
year were there fewer than 70,000 
persons being aided and at the peak 
of the relief work on March 1, last, 
more than 2,000,000 persons were be- 
ing helped 

Today, still as a result of the 
drought, the Red Cross is giving ex 
tended relief in parts of North Dakota, 
Washington and Montana, where re 
sources of hundreds of families were 
wiped out thie past summer, when a 
second and more severe spell of dry 
weather was prolonged in that region 

This drought relief presented the 
greatest task that has ever been un 
dertaken by the Red Cross as a peace 
time activity. The Mississippi Valley 
flood of 1927, while more spectacular, 
and calling for relief of a costlier type. 
because homes and possessions were 
swept away, affected hardly one-fourth 
the number of people who suffered be 
cause of the drought. 

In addition to the 
of drought relief still 
on, John Barton Payne, chairman of 
the Ameri in Red has given 
the follow.:ig suggestion to Chapter 
chairmen, in regard to unemployment 
relief: “Where there is suffering and 
want from any cause and the funda 
mental local needs are not being met, 
Chapters may participate in the com- 
munity plans for meeting the need.” 

Some type of general family relief, 
whether for the drought victims, the 
unemployed or the war veteran and 
his family, were carried on by more 
than 3,000 Red Crose Chapters last 
year, Judge Payne said. 

“The drought relief work of 1930- 
81," he added, “the relief now being 
extended following last summer's 
drought, principally In Montana and 
North Dakota: the assistance which 
is being given to ex-service men and 
their families; and the part which 
several hundred Chapters are taking 
locally in their communities’ rellef 
measures are activities of the Red 
Cross, national and local, which have

The battle of the Bliss Loan Collection on

Building Committee of Parish Reports 
Structure is One of the 


Repairs on Edifice 


Most Beautiful in Andover 


Completely renovated, inside and out, the 
Baptist church near the square, at the corner | 
of Essex and Central streets, has attracted 
considerable attention and comment because 
of its fine appearance. Much work has been | 
done on it, and the extent of this work wa 
explained last week at the roll-call supper 
Following is the complete story on the repairs | 
of the church and how it was brought about, 
made by the building committee 

rhe Andover Board of Public Works, 
advised by the house committee that the 
church contemplated grading and beautifying 
the church grounds, raised the granite curb 
and sidewalk on the Central street side of the 
church several inches, also built up the sur 
face of the street, put down good quality tar 
walks on both sides of the road and extended 
the street macadam several feet into the 
church driveway at the Central street and 
Essex street entrances to prevent washouts 
caused by rain storms, and laid a new granite 
curb on the north side of Central street 

This is a worth while continuation of the 
improvements recently made on Central 
street which had stopped short at the back 
driveway of the church and the ugliness of 
this particular stretch of highway has de 
veloped into a graceful lead up into Elm 
square and is a very important factor in the 
peaceful setting of the church and the square 
that could not have been secured without the 
cooperation of the church and town. Part of | 
the street improvement was begun before the 
church repair work:started and the other part 
was finished in conjunction with the land 
scape work on the church grounds 


Special Meeting Held 
\t a special meeting of the church held 
Friday, August 7, 1931, the house committee 
reported that at intervals during the past 
eight years or more the church had spent 
approximately $12,000 remodelling the old 
grocery store in the basement for church 
purposes and installing an up to date heating 
system and that there was only one thousand 


pillar was five or six inches out of plumb, we 
anchored to the inside buttresses with one 
inch steel rods about 15 feet long. All masonry 
and granite work was laid up with strong 
cement mortar. The porch floor was pavec 
with new brick laid in cement mortar and it 
| has a sub floor of concrete paving under it 
Everything now is well built and true and 
there is a doubt whether even an earthquake 
could disturb the works 
Description 

Up above 
entablature, also the main roof deck at the 
base of the tower have been reroofed with 
lead coated copper which will not stain white 
paint, and other metal decks and roofs have 
been repaired. Nearly a hundred little mitered 


have been reflashed with sheet lead and the 
old scuttle in the belfry roof remodelled and 
made new 

The old copper gutters on the main roof 
have been cleaned out good and several leaks 
in them soldered tight. Broken goosenecks 
and offsets on the rain conductors have been 
replaced and two of the conductors which 
were missing have been installed down to the 
ground and fitted with shoes. The steeple 
balustrade that was blown off in a fearful 
gale two and a half years ago has been re 
stored with new material and more securely 
anchored, and new louvers have replaced the 
broken and missing ones in the belfry 


Here and there broken and weather worn 
mouldings and ornaments have been repaired 
and it is interesting to that, after a 
hundred years, nowhere on the exterior sur 
faces of the steeple was there any sign of 
decayed wood, but in some of the high and 
windy places the old clear white pine was 
weather beaten and made porous by the 
elements

gram of improvements amounting to $10,000 
and it was voted to raise $5,700 for the pur 
pose of making repairs on the steeple, re laying 
the delapidated granite steps and the brick 
paving of the front porch floor, plumbing up 
the pillars and granite buttresses, strengthen 
ing the foundations, painting the exterior, 
and also grading and beautifying the church 
grounds 

\ building committee consisting of Perley 
F. Gilbert, architect, as chairman, Clifford 
W. Dunnells, Charles A. Stone, Mrs. Henry 
S. Jenkins, Mrs. Mary 5. Jackson and Mrs 
Clare W. Norton was chosen and given 
authority to award contracts and determine 
what work should be done within the amount 
of the appropriation; $700 of the appropria 
tion, the Miss Edna G. Chapin bequest, to be 
expended toward grading and beautifying the 
grounds 

Work Started 

Work was started the following Monday 
and all of the work, with the exception of the 
painting, was awarded to the E. W Pitman 
Co. on a cost plus ten per cent basis. For it 
was impossible to determine how much work 
would need to be reconstructed underneath 
the mass of brick and granite. The amount of 
money voted for the entire work was based 
on this company’s estimate of the possible 
cost of the repairs and reconstruction and 
also on the outside painting proposal of 
Walter E. Buxton who was the lowest of the 
four bidders for the painting 

As the dismantling of the heavy granite 
steps and buttresses progressed it became 
evident that the entire foundation, except 
those portions directly under the pillars, was 
laid up with smooth round cobble stones 
without any mortar or earthy binder. These 
have a tendency to slide over one another 
like peas in a bushel and this accounts for 
pillars out of plumb, the general crookedness 
and slovenly appearance of the stone work 
and the caved in aspect of the porch floor 
The masonry under the columns, upon which 
the entire steeple depends for its support, was 
built a little better with more angular rock 
but was laid dry with only a little disinte 
grated mortar under the thirty-inch square 
granite bases. The beds of these 
heavy block bases were on such a slant that it 
is a wonder that they had not slid entirely off 
their footings. This kind of workmanship is 
an indictment against the popular belief 
that old time mechanics were superior to 
those of our day

Evidently the rain was the providential fire 
extinguisher. All of the rods have been 
properly soldered and grounded, The William 
H. Welch Co. was the sub contractor for this 
work and also for the metal roofing 

lhe inside of the steeple and other places 
outside where pigeons can nest have been 
protected with wire neeting. This will prevent 
the many roof gardens springing up in the 
gutters for which these birds have been 
responsible 

Sound as a Nut 

Although the steeple appeared to have 
developed a most dangerous swinging motion 
when exposed to the wind, the huge white 
pine timbers were found to be as sound as a 
nut. The oak pins that fasten the timbers to 
gether had been worn loose by the continual 
racking back and forth for a century by 
tempestuous winds. Tightening the pins and 
inserting a tie here and a brace there has 
materially stopped the swaying of the tower 

lhe church grounds have been graded, 
sodded and seeded and already the grass is 
green in this short space of time. There is a 
new flight of granite steps connecting the 
west exit door of the vestry with the driveway 


where before this door was boarded UR A] 


broad granolithic walk leads up to the front 
entrance door and another one down to the 
lower vestry on Central street. A culvert has 
been built under the vestry walk to take care 
of the drainage because the vestry floor is 
lower than the sidewalk 
Specifications 
From the start, a staging was erected from 
the base of the front gable up to the weather 
vane, encircling the tower. This was allowed 
to remain standing for a month or more after 
the outside repairs were completed for the 
benefit of the painters. The specifications 
required that the first and second coats 
should be allowed to dry for four and three 
weeks respectively before the application of 
the third coat 
which for many years has had its well pro 
portioned Greek Dorie lines obscured by a 
covering of dark brown paint, now stands 
forth arrayed in its resplendent garment of 
grayish white color softened with a dash of 
yellow 
In spite of the fact that more work was un 
covered demanding repairs than was included 
in the estimates, through the cooperation of 
the committee and the untiring attention of 
Frank A. Buttrick and his Mr

tion of the Pitman company were 
able to save enough over their estimates to 
enable the committee to paint and renovate

On our way back to Stalingrad we met a) 
comical sight, a camel harnessed with a horse | 
to a peasant cart. To judge by the expression 
on the camel’s face he did not think much of 
his company, but was plodding along, peace 
fully if disdainfully 

We rested for a while on the third story 
balcony of the hotel, watching a group of kids 
at the windows of a club across the street} 
amusing themselves by flashing a mirror at 
the houses opposite, not neglecting our group 
Then we decided on a swim and started down 
to the river. When we reached the waterfront 
a number of fellows, attired in standard 
bathing suits, were diving from the high dive 
at a boathouse. But the water on this side | 
was too near the docks to suit us, so Stella, 
our interpreter, hunted up an old, long 
bearded Volga boatman to row us across to 
the sandy beach on the opposite shore 

While we swam the sun set rather suddenly 
for we were now pretty well to the South, and 
the moon rose over Stalingrad, while the 
music of a balalaika and of voices singing 
came from the boathouse across the river 
Then we rowed back and got our baggage in 
time to catch the night train back to Mos 
cow. 


More Luxurious than Pullman | 


On the train I found myself in an Inter 
national, as they call the Wagon-Lit in 
Russia. It was more luxurious than any 
Pullman in which I have ever ridden, and the 
two porters plied us constantly with hot tea 
I occupied a compartment with a young 
Russian who, to judge by the briefcase full of 
important looking documents, must have 
been a person of some importance, 

He could speak a few words of German 
but was very bashful about trying to talk it 
One of the porters, however, spoke German

Rich Farming Land 

The train passed through rich farming land, 
and here we saw but little of the old style 
individual farming, with its wasteful strip 
method. Most of the land was collectivized, 
and we passed by mile after mile of wheat, in 
fields that made the fields of Kansas and 
Nebraska look small. Work was going on in 
most of the farms; as long as we were near 
Stalingrad the work was being done with 
tractors and combines, but as we got farther 
away we saw more or less handwork. The 
new tractor factories at Stalingrad, Karkhov 
and Cheliabinsk and the agricultural machine 
factories at Saratov and Rostov-on-Don are 
counted on to provide sufficient machinery 
within a few years to equip all the farms. The 
villages which we passed had not changed 
much their pre-war aspect; we saw compara 
tively little of the building of new apartment 
houses, movie houses, ete., such as we had 
seen on the state farm near Moscow. But a 
good deal of that is going on, and within a 
few years the old hovels will disappear. 

Our second stay in Moscow was short, and 
devoted to inspecting things we had over 
looked on our first visit. The afternoon of the 
last day we were visited at our hotel room by 
the president of the Writers’ Association, 
accompanied by the wife of a young friend 
Dressed like some assistant bookkeeper in a 
small store, but with as jaunty an air of 
confidence as ever Jimmy Walker could 
muster, the president, a small man a little 
under sixty, talked with equal intimacy of 
Boston and Berlin, of Paris and Detroit. He 
spoke English, French or German with equal 
fluency, and had traveled over most of the 
world. He had lost a good-sized fortune in the 
revolution but seemed quite unconcerned, 
and declared that he had never got more fun 
out of life than right now

In no case of these prolonged 
depressions was the decline in business 
nearly so severe as it was in 1920-21, or as it 
has been since 1929 

There is the same difference between 
business depressions as there is between 
typhoid fever and pneumonia. The typhoid 
fever patient gets gradually worse, finally 
reaches a crisis, and then undergoes a long 
period of slow convalescence. The pneumonia 
patient gets rapidly worse, reaches a severe 
crisis, hovers close to death for a short while, 


land then gets better rapidly. This present 
| depression resembles pneumonia more than 


it does typhoid That doesn’t nec essarily 
mean business is now ready to get right out oj 
bed; but it does mean the crisis is past and 
convalescence may be more rapid than many 


| pessimists believe. Our business and financial 


lungs are still congested with frozen bank 
loans and foreign credits, but the congestion 
is being broken up by stringent measures like 
the bankers’ pool, the Hoover-Laval con 
ferences looking toward debt revision, and 
the better tone of wheat, cotton, and other 
commodities 


Quicker Balance for Prosperity Excesses 


Business depressions clearly prove the 
Law of Action and Reaction applies in 
economics just as it applies in physics, 
medicine, and other sciences. The present 
depression is but the natural reaction from 
the world-wide 1925 through 
1929. Merely because the period of pros 
perity, extravagance, and speculative exces 
ses lasted five years is no reason why the 
depression must last five years. Remember 
that the deflation has been much more rapid 
than the inflation and hence should be less 
prolonged. No one can tell how far a period 
of prosperity and speculation is going when it 
starts, but once having borrowed we know 
exactly how much we have to pay back 
Economics gives us two choices, to pay back 
quickly and with great suffering, or to pay 
back over a long period in small installments 
with less acute but more prolonged suffering 
This time the Law of Action and Reaction 
seems to have elected the former course 

rhe reason why some economists predict a 
four to five year depression, instead of the 
usual two or three year period 
after previous wars there has come: first, an 
immediate post-war followed by a 
sharp post-war depression, then a secondary 
post-war boom followed by a secondary post

Cleaner than New York 


The next morning we got up before five 
o'clock, ate a breakfast which had been pre 
pared the night before, with coffee kept hot in 
a thermos bottle, and took the bus for the 
flying field. The city was just beginning to 
stir and flush the streets; Moscow streets are 
far cleaner than those of New York. Besides 
myself those going in the plane were the 
editor of the liberal weekly and the lady of 
sixty-three, the oldest member of our party, 
also a German journalist, with whom I had a 
chance to talk at the several stops en route, 
and a couple of unidentified men, probably 
business men. At the field our passports and 
receipts for money and export rights were 
checked, our baggage weighed for excess 
weight, and we then climbed into one of the 
many planes standing on the field. The 
company operating between Moscow and 
Berlin is the Deruluft, whose stock is shared 
equally between the Russian government and 
the German Lufthansa. The other air lines in 
Russia are operated exclusively by the 
government, although they avail themselves 
largely of German technique and German 
planes. The plane in which we flew was a 
Dornier Mercur, made by the same company 
as the huge Do-X which has lately been 
cruising around the two Americas 

Our first stop was at Smolensk, our last 
stop in Russia, where a woman inspector once 
more looked at our passports while we ate a 
second breakfast at a lunch room on the 
field, and then waved us good by with a 
hearty “Aufwiedersehen” in German, We 
came to earth again at Kovno in Lithuania, 
where I had a chance for a chat with the} 
German journalist, who had been touring 
through the Russian Ukraine, mostly by 
airplane. He said it was beautiful country 
apparently doing well 

Our next stop was in Konigsberg in East 
Prussia, where we changed to another plane 
with German pilots, leaving our Russian 
pilots to pick up the next group headed for 
Moscow. We stopped for a short time in 
Danzig in the Polish Corridor, and then 
straightened out for Berlin. As German banks 
were then at the height of their difficulties and 
were refusing any but very small drafts, we 
were a little worried about getting money to 
continue our travels, but we found that 
American Express checks could. still be} 
cashed for any amount. After a few days 
spent in the old university town of Bonn, 
where I attended a couple of lectures, and a 
couple of days in Paris, | boarded the Bremen 
at Cherbourg and made a speedy trip to New 
York

1830, or five years. The secondary depression 
after the Civil War began in 1873 and lasted 
until 1879, or six years. Their argument is 
that this present depression is a secondary 
one following the World War, and their 
reasoning is that, like the others, it should 
last from four to six years. They overlook 
the fact, however, that these former second 
ary post-war depressions were much less 
intense than the present depression. The 
commodity price drop, for example, in the 
1825 to 1830 depression was not over ten per 
cent, and the total decline in general business 
about fifteen per cent. Again in the secondary 
depression following the Civil War, 1873 

1879, the price drop was about fifteen per 
cent and the decline in general business | 
about twenty per cent. On the other hand, 
this depression has experienced a com 

modity price drop of thirty per cent and a 
drop in general business of thirty-three per 
cent. More water has gone over the dam in 
the two and one-half years since July, 1929 
than during the whole five or six years of 
those old-time depressions. ; 


Deflation of Securities Most Extensive | 
In the same way, the deflation in security 
prices has been more drastic than in any of 
the past great depressions. Certainly, it has | 
been more drastic than that of the previous | 
four to six year depressions. From September, 
1929 to October, 1931, the Dow-Jones in 
dustrial stock average fell seventy-seven per 
cent. In the previous big bear market, 1919- 
1921, the decline was forty-seven per cent; in | 
the panic of 1906-1907, the drop was forty- | 
eight per cent; and in 1912-13, it was about | 
forty-five per cent. Of course, the reason for 
the 1929-31 intensive decline in stocks was | 
the ridiculous over-pricing of securities in the | 
preceding speculative mania, However, the | 
average drop has been so much greater than 
in other depressions that it is reasonable to 
conclude that the liquidation must be nearly | 
completed a) 
I have previously stated that this depres 


sion would take the shape of a U-bottom de 

pression rather than a V-bottom, and this 
| has been borne out by the double low points | 
both in stocks and business established early | 
in 1931 and again in October, 1931. Owing to 
the Law of Action and Reaction, which in- | 
cludes both duration and intensity, the | 


| width of the present U-bottom is likely to be 


less prolonged than that of the so-called 
major depressions following previous wars 


Darkest Before the Dawn 


The point I wish to emphasize is that | 
business, stocks, and commodities have | 
squeezed into two and one-half years more 
deflation than they normally would experi- | 
ence in a depression of much longer duration. | 
rhose who are trying to guess the time of re 
covery by watching merely the length of 
former depressions and comparing it with 
the length of the present one are sure to be 
misled. They must consider also the depth, or 
intensity, of the depression we have been 
going through over the past two and one-half 
years
